accompanied by U. S. advisers 
pushed up Highway 1 from the 
provincial capital of Svay Rieng 
to Kompong Trabek, 25 miles to 
the west. 


The armored column linked 


up with South Vietnamese 
marines driving up the Mekong 
River, then engaged about 600 


enemy troops three miles 
beyond Kompong Trabek in 
heavy fighting. 


The announced purpose of the 


drive was to clear Highway 1 for 
the repatriation of Vietnamese 
in Cambodia. 


Informed sources said the 


initial U. S. troop withdrawals 
from Cambodia totaled fewer 
than 2,000 men. 


The command first announced 


that elements of the 3rd 
Brigade, 9th Infantry Division, 
had been withdrawn from the 
Parrot's Beak 
section of 


Cambodia about 45 miles west of 
Saigon. 


Later, headquarters reported 


the withdrawal of one-third of 
the 4th Division task force 
operating more than 200 miles to 


the north in the Se San base area 
of Cambodia, about 50 miles 
west of Pleiku City. 


U S. Secretary of Defense 


Melvin 
R. Laird said in 


VVasnmgton earlier tnat several 
thousand American troops 
already had been withdrawn 
from Cambodia. 


Sources said the 9th Division 


unit had secured Ba Thu, about 


a mile inside Cambodia, after 
the North Vietnamese base area 
had been seized by South 
Vietnamese. U. S. losses during 
the week of occupation were 
reported as tour killed and 20 
wounded. 


The U. S. Command said 


today that all U. S. losses in 
Cambodia totaled 101 killed and 
427 wounded.

dissent, do not criticize their 
government and they abide by 
the law. And Spiro T. Agnew is 
considerably more than a 
household word.

Anagnostopoulos, 
and 
his 
f a t h e r , 
T h e o f r a s t o s 
Anagnostopoulos, were born 
here. 
In 1911 
Theofrastos 
decided he didn’t want to 
become a notary public like his 
father and sail for the United 
States. 
Moee of the 7,000 residents of 
Gargalianoli don’t seem to mind 
that Theofrastos’ son altered his 
last 
name to Agnew. By 
becoming vice prealdent, Spiro 
T. Agnew made their town 
something more than just 
another remote spot In the 
rugged, hilly Peloponnesus.

‘‘The town hasn’t really 
changed much since Agnew’s 
father emigrated except for a 
new high school built in 1939,” 
said Panagopoulos, “But the 
vice president will find warmth 
and hospitality if he ever comes 
here.” 
“He almost made it here last 
year,” said 58-year-old Andreas 
Anagnostopoulos, a hardware 
owner who is Agnew’s cousin 
and his only close relative in 
Gargalianoli. “He wrote last 
August and said he might come 
for a quick visit. But apparently 
he had more important things to 
attend to at the time. If he 
cornea, I’m sure the townspeople 
will accord him a welcome 
never before seen in this town. 
“We write to each other often. 
“I write in Greek, my cousin in 
English.” 
Agnew, an outspoken critic of 
dissenting American students, 
last year started a scholarship 
fund for talented sons of 
Gargalianoli In memory of his 
grandfather Spiro.

The California Taxpayers Association argues effectively that 
Assembly Bill 1360, called the "Welfare Reform Act of 1970," 
carries the potential for major increases in administrative costs 
without 
compensating effectiveness 
in developing human 
resources and reversing dependency cycles. A statement prepared 
for the Assembly Health and Welfare Committee points out that a 
1969 study conducted by the Social Welfare Committee and Office of 
Research found it already costs five to six times as much to grsnt a 
welfare dollar as it costs to grant a social security dollar. 


The taxpayers association agrees that there is need for 
Assembly BUI 1960’s proposal for increasing aid to families with 
dependent chUdren. Its analysts found that if 1967 dollars are ad­ 
justed for inflation and applied to the number of recipients in 1968- 
69, approximately $60 million more in payments would have been 
required than was actually spent. But the association looks with 
dismay on the legislative analyst’s Budget Bill Analysis for this 
year which points out that welfare administrative costs wilt climb 
from $960 million in 1966-6» to an ea tima ted $370 million in 1970-71. It 
called attention to the analysist’s accompanying estimate that if 
California could have approached the administrative cost per 
recipient which prevails in Michigan and Illinois, $96 million could 
have been saved in 1969-70 and $60 million in 1970-71.
